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Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


‘The Board of Selectmen presents its report of the 
es Town Officers for the year ending December 31, 


The past year has been spent taking care of the normal 
needs of the Town, with nothing outstanding taking place 
on which to report. This does not mean that the Board has 
not been busy, because actually the everyday functions of 
our Town government and the weekly routine of the Select- 
men are enough to occupy much of our free time, considering 
that all of our work is done on a parttime basis. Sometime 
in the near future when the Town goes into the construction 
of a Sewerage System and Urban Renewal, we believe most 
sincerely that it will be necessary for the Town to investigate 
the possibility of giving the Board of Selectmen a permanent 
ite or some other agent who can act on their behalf during 

e day: 


The year 1965 saw the retirement of our Fire Chief, 
William D. Horne, after 65 years of faithful service to the 
Town of Millbury, as a member of the Fire Department—45 
years as Chief. The Board of Selectmen, as spokesmen for 
the entire citizenry, want to thank Chief Horne for his con- 
tribution to our welfare, and wish him a healthy and happy 
retirement. 


Last year we held up action on the Sewerage article that 
we had inserted in the Annual Town Warrant, because of a 
regional sewerage study that was anticipated. The State 
failed to appropriate the money for this study, so it is pres- 
ently a dead issue. We are still interested in starting con- 
struction of our proposed Central Sewerage System. Under 
Public Law 660, Acts of 1965, Federal grants are available. 
Also, the Town may qualify under the “Housing and Urban 
Development Act of 1965.” The regulations governing these 
grants have not yet been released by the Federal govern- 
ment. We expect to have information about these regulations 
early in the Spring. If the Town of Millbury qualifies, the 
Board of Selectmen will call a special town meeting at that 
time. 

We have sponsored an article in the Annual Town War- 
rant for a sum of money to defray the cost of a Band Concert 
to be held on Fourth of July night. This event will be held 
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in conjunction with an all-day celebration and fireworks to 
be sponsored by all of the companies of the Millbury Fire 
Department. We are anticipating an exciting time over the 
Fourth of July in Millbury this year.

GENERAL HIGHWAY 


The usual work has been performed under the General 
Highway and Permanent Road accounts. This includes the: 
cleaning and sweeping of streets, also cleaning out catch 
basins, general maintenance and patching. We built two 
catch basins to correct a serious water problem at the corner 
of Miles and Main Streets. We also built one catch basin at 
Gordon’s Corner on Wheelock Avenue to correct another 
water problem and hope to extend it this coming year. The 
road into the Town Dump was improved by widening and 
reshaping, and hope to complete this with two coats of oil 
this year. 


SNOW AND ICE ACCOUNT 


We had our usual trouble storms during the year which 
necessitated giving prompt service in particular to areas 
where school bus routes were involved. We completed snow 
removal from the areas of churches, Funeral Homes, and 
Millbury Center following the storms. Praise should be 
given to the Private Contractors as well as the Highway 
Department for their time and effort in fighting the storms. 
We were able to return to the Town’s E & D Account a 
Tee amount of money not expended during the winter 
months. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


Due to a ruling from the Attorney General office all land 
taking must be paid for or a price agreed upon by both 
parties before construction can begin. This is the delay in 
starting Grafton Street construction, as of now we hope to 
get an early start this spring and I am sure you will see real 
progress made.

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Report of Board of Health 


To the Citizens of Millbury and oe Honorable Board of 
Selectmen : 


The Members of the Board of Health respectfully sub- 
mit the following report for the year 1965. 


In January we were saddened by the death of Plumbing 
Inspector George H. O’Brien. Mr. O’Brien was appointed 
in 1930 and was the first Inspector to serve our Town in 
this capacity. We will remember him for his long and faith- 
ful service. 


During the Summer months samples of water were 
taken at all public bathing beaches and analyzed for bacteria 
that could be dangerous to the public health. 


388 investigations of complaints, inspections of sewage 
systems, and 147 percolation tests were made during 1965. 


Inspections of Food and Drinking Establishments were 
made and copies of “The Sanitary Code’ Article X were 
distributed. 


At public clinics 111 pre-school children were vaccinated 
against Small-pox, 229 children received immunization shots 
against Diphtheria, Whooping-cough and Tetanus, and 239 
drinks of trivalent oral polio were distributed. 


Again we call your attention to the State Health Law 
which requires all contagious diseases to be reported to your 
local Board of Health.

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Public Meetings throughout the town to acquaint our citizens 
with the advantages of a Building Code, and to: answer any 
questions regarding this code. It is hoped that we will receive 
the support of the townspeople at a future Town Meeting 
when the approval of this code is requested. It is our sincere 
belief that a Building Code-will be of great value to the town 
as it grows and develops, and a protection to the home 
owner, and tax payer. 


The sewerage plans for the town of Millbury were ap- 
proved at the Town Meeting of 1964, endorsed by the voters, 
and the money appropriated at that time, but the program 
has not materialized. The Board is strongly in favor of giv- 
ing this item a priority over any other project, thus coincid- 
ing with the recommendations of the Master Plan. 


Having been authorized in 1960 to issue the Zoning Per- 
mits, the Planning Board has found the system is a satis- 
factory one, and contributes to more efficient planning by 
the Board. 


The sidewalk program is a regular and continuing one 
and the Board is aware of need of improvement and com- 
pletion of streets and sidewalks in some parts of town. 


The Planning Board Meetings are open meetings held 
on the second and fourth Monday of each month in the 
Selectmen’s Room in the Millbury Town Hall, at 7 p.m. 


At this time the Board wishes to thank the Selectmen, 
the Town Engineer, and Department Heads and towns- 
people for their assistance and support.

Report of Conservation Commission 


During the year 1965 the Commission held 6 meetings. 


Letters were sent to representatives in support of the 
Mount Greylock Protective Assoc. and also in support of the 
Southern Worcester County Conservation District in its 
proposed revolving fund in the 1966 budget for the U.S. 
Soil Conservation Service and the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion & Conservation Service. 


During the last decade, government and state agencies 
have become increasingly concerned with the alarming 
destruction of our wildlife populations by the use of residual 
sprays. In accordance with these findings, your Conserva- 
tion Commission together with the Selectmen and the Board 
of Health have instigated a long range mosquito control 
program which has proven highly effective in other parts 
of the country. A professional entomologist has been em- 
ployed who has made a survey of our town’s specific needs, 
and who will start an active program in the spring. 


The Commission is aware of many polution problems 
in Millbury and is doing whatever it can to alleviate them. 


We are currently hoping to consummate a land purchase 
of approximately 20 acres of marshland. We urge our fellow 
townspeople to support us in such an undertaking as we 
strongly feel that it is necessary for us all to act together 
now, before it is too late, if we are to preserve for future 
generations our rapidly diminishing woodlands.

Report of The School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1965. 


The following salary schedule became effective September 1, 1965: 


Minimum Maximum 
(1). Bachelor’s. Degree ..... $5,000 $7,400 
(2) Master’s Degree ...... 5,200 7,600 
(3) 80-Hours Beyond ..... 5,500 7,900 


On January 1 the third phase of the salary program became effec- 
tive and all teachers were granted their adjustment. As a result of 
this action, all teachers are now on their proper step of the salary 
schedule. In order to receive the $200 increment, a teacher must earn 
six professional credits in every three-year period until the teacher 
reaches the maximum step on the pay scale. Due to an act of the last 
legislature, a new state minimum salary of $5,000 was established. 


Open House, an annual event in our schools was again held in 
November and was well attended by interested parents. 


Adult Education classes are still being conducted and it would 
be appreciated if more people would consider attending these classes. 


We would like to congratulate Horace Mann students Elaine De- 
Sourdis, Lois Fournier, Louise Gravel, Mary Hamilton, Linda La- 
chance, Shirley Looms, David Roach, Rosalie Robitaille, Susan Thomas, 
and Christine Woll for the excellent record they have maintained while 
students at the Millbury Memorial High School. 


The School Committee feels that we must have new elementary 
schoolroom space, and a step forward was made at the Special Town 
Meeting in January, 1966, by voting to purchase land for the new 
elementary school. A continuing study is being made by the Elemen- 
tary School Building Committee and results will soon be presented to 
the townspeople. 


The requested budget for 1966 is an approximate 6% increase 
over 1965. The State has approved reimbursement in the amount of 
$126,025.68 for the year 1965. This amount is returned to the Town 
Treasurer, not to the School Department. 


As stated in our previous reports, school operation is a tremendous 
undertaking. Successful operation could not be accomplished without 
the cooperation of the superintendent, principals, teachers, school 
department workers, the various town departments and organizations,. 
parents and townspeople. 


The committee wishes to thank everyone for the generous coopera- 
tion given it during the past year; let’s continue to work together to 
give our children the best possible education.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


‘To the School Committee 


I hereby respectfully submit my sixth annual report and the 
seventy-sixth in the series of reports of the Mi!lbury school superin- 
tendents. 


The school year 1964-65 might well be called “The Year of Edu- 
‘cational Legislation.” Never before in the history of education has so 
much legislation been passed which affected the elementary and secon- 
‘dary levels to the extent of that passd this year by both the federal and 
state legislatures. 


On the federal level we have been confronted with the E'ementary 
‘and Secondary Education Act. of 1965, which is the most massive 
federal aid to education measure ever passed in the nation’s history. 
The purpose of this act (ESEA) is to strengthen and improve educa- 
tional quality and the educational opportunities in the nation’s ele- 
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mentary and secondary schools. Cn the federal level we have had the 
continuation and extension of the National Defense Education Act, 
which was voted the monies necessary for the continuation of aid to. 
the three so-called “Critical Subjects’ science, math, and modern 
languages, This act was extended to include civics, geography. history, 
reading, and Engiish. There were other acts, such as, the Economic 
Opportunity Act, the Vocational Act, etc., which were continued and 
extended but none of which affects elementary and secondary educa- 
tion to the extent of the first two mentioned. 


Keeping up with federal legislation on education is a continuing 
and complicated challenge. This is particularly so in reference to the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965. It is only reasonable 
.to expect this of an act enacted and implemented in such a short period 
of time. I am sure that the coming year will see the clarification of 
much that at present is considered overly complicated 


On the state level we find the acceptance by both houses of the 
Summary Report of the Special Commission Relative to Improving and 
Extending Education Facilities in the Commonwea!th, or more famil- 
iarly known as the “Willis Report.” The Commission sets forth the 
philcsophy of this report in the following statement: “The Commission 
believes that public education must be the primary public bvusiness.. 
Where it is not, it must become that; where it is now that, its position 
must be strengthened. All documents of the Commission relative to a 
Master Plan for public education are designed toward the goals of the 
primacy of education and the leadership of the Commonwealth.” 
Within this “Master Plan” may be found all the ingredients necessary 
to the building of a better and more complete educational edifice at. 
the local, county, and state levels. It is to be hoped that the funds 
necessary for the implementation of this “Master Plan” will also be 
provided. 


On the local level we have embarked, insofar as elementary educa- 
tion is concerned, on the biggest step in the history of the town of 
Millbury—the building of a central elementary school. To all the 
citizens of the town of Millbury, I recommend the reading of the 
Willis report, the philosophy of which is found in the preceding para- 
graph. This will be the first elementary school built in Millbury during 
approximately the last forty years. My own thinking is found in the 
following statement taken from the written report of the distinguished 
committee members for the White House Conference on Education: 


“Schools now affect the welfare of the United States more than 
ever before in history, and this new importance of education has been 
dangerously underestimated for a long time... 


“The schools have become the chief instrument for keeping this 
nation the fabled land of opportunity it started out to be.... 


“As long as good schools are available, a man is not frozen at any 
level of our economy, nor is his son.” 


These are the factors which loom large in the making of good 
schools: ratios of staff to pupils; preparation of the teaching force; 
appropriateness, and quantity of educational materials; and last, but 
most important to the citizens of Millbury because they play the 
biggest role in this factor, the adequacy of the physical piant—the 
school building itself. 


“The Commonwea!th’s secondary schools are charged with the 
responsibility of developing the leaders of tomorrow. Their primary 
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objectives have been to provide educational leadership and oppor- 
tunities that will enable each student to become an effective and pro- 
ductive member of our society,” so says our State Department of Edu- 
catian. However, not many of our pupils come to us with well crystal- 
lized ideas of what they want to do or become and there are no magical 
wands in education. It therefore becomes the task of some department 
to he!p these youngsters come to a conclusion which will be beneficial 
to himself and acceptable to his parents. 


This unenviable task falls to the lot of the guidance department. 
I am sure that the following report of Miss Mary Grogan, Director of 
Guidance for the Millbury schools, will better acauaint the citizens of 
Millbury with this facet of our educational system: 


hy Guidance is a service; it acts as the unifying agency for the in- 
dividual in his school career. The guidance counselor, with a knowledge 
‘of the pupil and with information about opportunities of an educa- 
tional, vocational and social character, strives to help the individual 
pupil become adjusted to his present situation in such a way as to 
provide the greatest development for him. The counselor helps the 
student to recognize his problems, to evaluate his abilities, his interests, 
his needs, and his prospects. The counselor aids the student in planning 
for the future. The counselor endeavors to assist the student to be- 
come self-guiding so that he makes a decision of his own which will be 
in line with his own best interests and those of society. 


The guidance staff has been steadily increased to provide students 
with a service which helps them to understand their social, vocational 
and educational needs. The Guidance Department with its present 
personnel meets adequately the requirements set up by the State 
Department of Education. A member of the state guidance staff visited 
our school recently. Having served on the evaluating committee for our 
school, he recognized from our report that the department has been 
substantially increased. He talked with all members of the staff in- 
dividually; he checked the conference rooms; he was favorably im- 
pressed with the staff and facilities. 


It is the intention of the counselors to interview each student at 
least once during the school year. Many meetings with some students 
are necessary not only to consider their educational and vocational 
plans but also to try to help them with their social, economic and 
emotional problems. For many students whose achievement correlates 
well with their potential, whose subject choices and academic achieve- 
ment are in line with their future plans, several interviews are un- 
necessary. Jt is difficult to arrange interview time with a few students 
because their schedules offer little or no free time in the week. 


Several meetings are necessary with seniors who are going on 
to school. For all four-year schools, for junior colleges and for some 
nursing schools College Entrance Examination Board tests are re- 
quired. Last year we had seniors taking tests in December, January 
and March; juniors took them in May and July. A total of 103 students 
participated in these tests in the months previously mentioned. 


The four-year colleges are demanding Scholastic Aptitude Test 
scores and scores also in three achievement tests. Basically there is 
no rule which says all tests must be taken on the same day; however, 
all test scores must be made available to the colleges before acceptance 
can he eranted, therfore, students decide that it is practical to take 
all the tests at the one time. Admittedly, they are tired at the end of 
the tecting, but scores do not indicate that such procedure penalizes 
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the student. Among our top seniors who took the full battery of College 
Entrance Examination Board tests last May, one has already received 
acceptance under the early decision plan at Bryn Mawr, one at Wor- 
eester Polytechnic Institute, one at Massachusetts General Hospital 
and another has a virtual acceptance from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 


Graduates of the past June have enrolled in the following four- 
year colleges: Worcester Polytechnic Institute, three; College of the 
Holy Cross, three; Clark University, one; Nichols College, one; Boston. 
University, one; University of Massachusetts, seven; State College 
at Worcester, six; at Westfield, two; at Bridgewater, one. The follow- 
ing is the enrollment at junior colleges: Becker, five; Quinsigamond 
Community, two; Worcester Junior, nine. Four enrolled at Worcester 
Industrial Technical Institute; two are attending Frankiin Institute.. 
For nurses’ training three are attending the Memorial Hospital School 
of Nursing; one girl is at Worcester City Hospital; three enrolled for 
the practical nursing program at the Girls’ Trade High School. The 
enrollment at business schools inc:udes: New England School of 
Accounting, three; Ward School, three; Salter’s Secretarial School, 
one; Victor Comptometry School, three. One student enrolled at Wor- 
cester Academy. Two boys entered novitiates to prepare for religious 
vocations. A few others sought apprentice training in a trade. One 
girl was planning to study hairdressing. 


Financial aid for students going to school has taken on new im-. 
portance. Increased tuitions make assistance quite necessary. There- 
fore, the guidance department must give help to the student in obtain-. 
the financial aid necessary for him to continue his education. Apart 
from local scholarships many grants were made to our students. One 
boy at Worcester Polytechnic Institute received a partial scholarship. 
from the fund established at the shop where his father is atpIeuRee 
The three students who registered at the College of the Holy Cross. 
received partial scholarships. The University of ‘Massachusetts made 
an all expense athletic scholarship grant to one boy; another student 
received a grant for sixty percent of his expenses. Clark University 
granted a partial scholarship to the one student who matriculated 
there. The boy at Worcester Academy received a_half-scholarship. 
Becker Junior College granted partial scholarships to two of our 
girls. St. Brigid’s Women’s Club, the Hilltop Stores and the Massa- 
chusetts State Grange also granted scholarships. 


For the first time some of the Commonwealth Scholarships were- 
granted to our current graduates. One girl received a nursing scholar- 
ship; two got full tuition scholarships at State Colleges. Two girls. 
who entered nursing received enough in scholarship grants to take 
care of all expenses during the three-year training period. 


Our students express interest in more and different colleges each 
year. At present we have on hand current catalogues for 184 four-y ear 
colleges, 23 junior colleges, 21 business schools, 30 nursing schools, 
18 two-year technical schools and 7 state colleges. All college board 
materials and Parents’ Confidential Statements are in adequate supply.. 


The testing program has been carried on as in previous years. 
(1) The Metropolitan Intermediate Achievement Battery was ad- 
ministered to Grades V and VI. The Pintner General Ability test was. 
given to all pupils in Grade VI. 


(2) In Grade VIII, the High School Placement Test was administered. 
The general ability score, arithmetic and reading scores were used im 
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counseling students in program choices and in placement of students. 
in ninth grade classes. 


(3) In Grade X, the Iowa Test of Educational Development and Test. 
of Educational Ability were given. Nineteen sophomores took the 
National Educational Development Test in March; this test was ad- 
ministered on Saturday; it was on a voluntary basis at the student’s: 
expense and on his time. . 


(4) In Grade IX the only testing is on a voluntary basis. Thirty-seven 
students took the National Educational Development Test in March. 


(5) In Grade XI, thirty-five students took the National Merit Scholar- 
ships Qualifying Test in March. Fifty-two took College Entrance 
Examination Board Scholastic Aptitude Tests and forty-five took one 
or more Achievement Tests in either May or July. ; 


From the above testing programs, one girl was named a semi- 
finalist in the National Merit Scholarship Program and three received 
letters of commendation for their performance in the National Merit. 
Scholarship Qualifying Test. Twenty-one freshmen and six sophomores 
(at time of testing) earned certificates of merit in the National Educa- 
tional Development Test. 


(6) In October forty-five juniors and four seniors participated in the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test. Senior year scores in this test. 
are a requirement for National Honor Society members to qualify for 
the society’s scholarships. Otherwise, this is another test administered 
on Saturday on a voluntary basis. It depends on the student’s own 
interest and willingness to participate. 


Some additions have been made to our testing programs. Guidance 
staff members felt that there was a need for testing in the seventh 
grade so that there would be a check on the achievement of pupils 
at this level. Therefore, the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills were adminis- 
tered. The results were particularly helpful to the counselor in meet- 
ing with students after they had some experience with academic work 
in the junior high school. 


The General Aptitude Test Battery was given in October to 
fifty-two seniors. The test was administered by personnel of the State 
Employment Office in Worcester. This testing service was provided 
for the non-college bound seniors; it is required quite generally by 
industry and admission to trade school programs and to Worcester 
Industrial Technical Institute. The scoring is done by the State Em- 
ployment Service and results were reported to the schoo] and to the 
pupils who participated. 


Other features of the guidance program are being continued: 


(1) The Kuder Preference Record is available for juniors and seniors; 
limited use is made of it. 


(2) Qualified juniors and seniors may participate in the Pre-College 
Enrichment Project at Assumption College. Classes meet for ten 
Saturdays from 9:00 to 11:00 a.m. The program is intended for those 
students who have over-all grades of college certification quality; the 
student, or his parents, must pay the cost of tuition and books. A 
senior girl is taking the course in Conversational French this year. 


(3). The Armed Service Program in March provides opportunity for 
junior and senior boys to learn first hand about their obligations and 
of the opportunities in the several branches of service. 
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(4) Group guidance is done for a limited time for specific purposes. 
Seventh grade groups concern themselves with how to study. Film- 
strips are used to introduce eighth grade students to occupations. 
Eighth grade pupils meet in ‘groups also to discuss high school pro- 
grams. At the twelfth grade level five sessions were held with the 
college bound students relative to college entrance tests, applications, 
choice of college. entrance requirements and financial aid. One meet- 
ing was held with students planning to enter the field of nursing. 


(5) Career research for grades eight and ten will be continued. Career 
information for the project is made available by the guidance de- 
partment through the loan of career kits to the English Department. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Shaw and Mr. O’Mara our subscriptions 
to career monographs were renewed through the School Activitiy Fund 
so that each month we are receiving additional information about 
careers. New posters are received also. The posters are used in the 
department or distributed to the subject area for which the specific 
poster is appropriate. 


_ The counselors have worked quite closely with the local Welfare 
Department, with the Family Relations Department of Catholic 
Charities, with the Division of Child Guardianship and the Massachu- 
setts Rehabilitation Commission in an effort to get assistance for 
young people who are disadvantaged academically, economically and 
socially. Through work with social service agencies and scholarship 
committees, one student received full expenses for college. The Re- 
habilitation Commission approved training for one girl. Such cases 
demand a great deal of counseling time, many contacts and a great 
deal of follow-up. However, it appears that more work rather than 
less will be necessary with youth who have problems. In some instances 
children meet rejection at home; the school is their only source of 
understanding and help. 


One service that was particularly helpful was that of the consult- 
ing psychologist. He appreciated our needs; he worked, when the occa- 
sion demanded, with student or parent as well as with teacher and 
administration. He was very helpful in his suggestions for students 
at the junior and senior high school level as well as with pupils in 
the lower grades. He explained, however, that, if problems are detected 
and treated when the child is younger, the establishing of needed con- 
trols in the child is easier than it is in the teen-ager. His service wa 
generous and realistic. 


The counselors belong to the Worcester County branch of the 
American Personnel and Guidance Association. An effort is made to 
have representation at all meetings of the guidance association. Last 
spring Mr. Picard attended an all-day workshop in Northampton for 
junior high schoo! counselors. 


The department ho'ds monthly meetings for the discussion of 
problems and program planning. We have planned that our meetings 
with parents will be on the following Wednesday evenings from 7:00 
to 9:00 p.m.: January 19 and 26; February 2 and 9. February 16th 
has been reserved as a make-up meeting in the event that weather 
prevents our meeting on any of the other four scheduled dates. These 
meetings are held each he? in order that parents may have the op- 
portunity to come to the school to discuss with a member of the 
guidance staff or with the principal their child’s program of studies, 
academic achievement and plans for higher education. The guidance 
department plans a meeting each week over a four-week period in 
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order that parents may be able to visit; under such a pian, the time: 
and resources of the guidance personnel are made available to all 
parents. This is a service unique to our school; in few schools, if any, 
in our area does the guidance department devote as much non-school 
time to meetings with parents. 


The counselors plan to see every pupil at least once during the 
year. Many students are seen several times. Any problem brought to 
the attention of the guidance department by a teacher, parent or 
pupil will be given immediate attention. Pupils know that they may 
ask for an appointment at any time, Parents should feel free to tele- 
phone to the guidance counselors whenever they heve a question con- 
cerning their child’s school work. If the desired he'p can not be given 
over the telephone, the counselors will gladly make an sppointment 
so that the parents may come in to discuss the problem. Moreover, we 
do schedule time each year, as noted in the previous paragraph, for 
parents to visit. 


Educational Progress 


The school year 1965 found us further emphasizing our iro ‘ern 
math program by extending it to grades five and six. We also extended 
our phonics program to the various third grades in the town of Mill- 
bury. The departmentalization of gredes five and six have now proven 
its value after the second year of tria). Our instrumental music pro- 
gram continues to enjoy the progress it has shown each year at both 
the elementary and secondarv levels. Once again a successful summer 
program was conducted by Mr. Rocco Bruno, director of instrumental 
music, who also produced and directed another enjoyable Christmas 
concert. The completion of courses of study in reading for grades one 
through four was accomplished under the supervision of ‘Mr. Leo 
Beaumont, supervisor of our primary education. ° 


During the past school year we have either added, installed or 
implemented the following: An additional teacher of reading to the 
sixth grade faculty at the Center School; The addition of a second 
grade teacher to meet the expansion in the number of pupils in this 
grade; A part-time sewing teacher was hired to teach sewing to the 
girls of the opportunity class; new equipment was added to the 
kitchen at the Millbury Memorial High School, which enabled us to 
not only produce our meals more efficiently and economically for the 
high and junior high schools, but contributed in no small measure to 
the success of the hot lunch program at the Center and Union schools, 
for which the state department has proclaimed its satisfaction and 
approval; Adult education enjoyed a second successful year and 
climaxed its second year by putting on a very successful end-of-the- 
year exhibit of its work. This exhibition took place in the Millbury 
Memorial High School gymnasium and met with so much approval 
that it will now become a regular part of the adult education program. 


Due to the excellent cooperation of Bishop Bernard Flanagan, the 
Reverend Pierre A. Dumas, pastor of the Assumption Church, and 
Sister Madeleine, principal of the Assumption School we were per- 
mitted to hire two rooms at the Assumption School for public use. 
We now refer to this two-room unit as the Assumption Public School. 
The renting of these two rooms allowed us to forestall the need, for 
the present, of double sessions. 

School Plant 


The following physical changes above and beyond regular main- 
tenance were completed: The painting of all exterior woodwork, the 
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vice-glazing of all exterior stucco walls, and the replacing of the- 


decorative tie at the East Millbury School; The painting of exterior 
woodwork and all interior walls and woodwork at the Providence 

treet School; The building of a permanent partition between the two 
first grades and the installation of chalkboards and cork tack boards 
at the Dorothy Manor School, which not only modernized the two 
rooms but also permitted the use of natural light in the recommended 
fashion; The installation of the new boiler at the Center School, thus 
eliminatine the possibility of a shut-down and also doing away with 
the hazard which the old boilers created; The much needed painting 
of the auditorium at the Memorial High School; the causing of coolers 


and refrig2rators to be installed in all elementary schools in or’er to. 


keep miik at its proper temperature. 


Locking to the future there are several changes or additions con- 
templated for either our educational system or our physical p’ant. 
Additional time will be added to the part-time nurses’ schedule in 
order to meet the derands of our ever-growing school population. A 
much needed speech therapist will be added to our faculty on a part- 
time basis. A fu'l-time remedial reading teacher for our first four 
grades will be added to our faculty. Modern math will be projected 
into the junior high school curriculum in the fall of 1966. In the fall 
of 1966 there is every indication that the new Blackstone Valley 
Regional Vocational High School will be opened. The interior painting 
of the Millbury Memoria! High School will begin in the summer of 
1966. The boiler at the Burbank School wi!l be replaced this coming 
summer and the grounds will be blacktopped. A Short-Forms Writing 
course wiil be implemented for the juniors and seniors of Milibury 
Memorial High School who are contemplating furthering their educa- 
tion. This course is Gesigned to help the student take notes two to 


three times as rapidly as he can normally take them in long hand, 


thus erabling him to more capably compete with the lecture method 
of teachine usually found on the col’ege level. To our athletics pro- 
gram in the high school golf and cross country running will be added. 
Last but not least the realistic prospect for the much needed new 
elementary school in the near future.

Report of Mr. Raymond E. Shaw 
High and Junior High School Principal 


With the opening of school in September the enrollment of the 
High School was 430 pupils. This figure is made up of the following: 
157 pupils in grade 10, 131 in grade 11, and 142 in grade 12. 


During the past year Mr. Donald O’Leary, who taught science in 
the 9th grade in the Junior High School, has been transferred to the 
Senior High School where he will teach biology, replacing Miss Michele 
Abladian who resigned to take a position in New York City. Mr. Ray-

To the Citizens of Millbury: 
_. The Finance Committee respectfully submits its annual report 
and recommendations to the citizens of Millbury. 


Once again it is the unhappy duty of your Finance Committee to 
report that we are again facing an increase in taxes. 


The school budget shows an increase of $50,981.36 which is mainly 
in the salary account as the full impact of the minimum salary set by 
the State is being felt this year. 


Our obligation to the Blackstone Regional Vocational School this 
year adds another $22,000.00 to our budget. 


The E & D, or so-called “Free Cash,” account is $28,000.00 lower 
this year adding to our burden. 


We have not as yet received the “Cherry Sheet” from the State. 
If we obtain this information before the Town Meeting, we will review 
our forecast and report our findings. 


If the recommendations of your Finance Committee are followed, 
the tax rate for 1966 will be approximately $119 per $1,000 assessed 
valuation—an increase of $5 per $1,000 based on the information 
available at this writing.

To choose a Tree Warden and a Member of the 
Redevelopment Authority for the term of one year; one member of 
the Board of Selectmen, Board of Health, School Committee, Assessors,. 
Trustees of the Public Library, Cemetery Commissioners, Blackstone 
Valley Vocational Regional District School Committee, a Town Treas- 
urer, a Highway Surveyor and two members of the Board of Public 
Welfare all for a term of three years; a member of the Millbury 
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Housing Authority, Planning Board and Redevelopment Authority all 
for a term of five years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing and to meet on March 5, 1966 at 2:00 P.M. in the 
High School Auditorium in said Millbury to act on the following 
articles, to wit: . 


ARTICLE 38. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as
